G.S.R. 341(E).—The rules lor a limited departmental competitive examination 
for inclusion in the Select List for the Section OlBcers’ Grade of the Railway 
Board Secretariat Service to be held by the Union Public Service Commission in 
1973 are published for general Information. 

2. The number of persons to be selected for Inclusion In the Select List will 
be specified In the Notice Issued by the Commission. Reservations shall be made 
for candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes In res¬ 
pect of vacancies as may be fixed by the Government. 

Scheduled Castes/Tribes mean any of the Castes/Tribes mentioned In the 
Constitution (Scheduled Castes) Order, 1960 the Constitution (Scheduled Castes) 
<Part C States) Order, 19.61; the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) Order, 1950, and 
the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) (Part C State.s Order, 1951, as amended by 
the Scheduled Castes and SchediUed Tribes Lists (Modification) Order, 1956 read 
with the Bombay Reorganisation Act, 1900 and the Punjab Reorganisation Act, 
1966; the Constitution (Jammu and Kashmir) Scheduled Castes Order, 1956, the 
Constitution (Andaman and Nicobar Islands) Scheduled Tribes Order, 1959, the 
Constitution (Dadra and Nafiar Haveli) Scheduled Castes Order, 1902, the Con¬ 
stitution (Dadra and Nagar Haveli) Scheduled Tribes Order, 1962, the Constitu¬

3. The examination will be conducted by the Union Public Service Commission 
in the manner prescribed in the Appendix to these Rules. 

The dates on which and the places at which the examination will be held shall 
be flxed by the Commission. 

4. ,^ny permanent or regularly appointed temporary officer ot the Assistants’ 
Grade of the Railway Board Secretariat Service who on the 1st July 1973 gatisfiea 
the following conditions, shall be eligible to appear at the examination;— 

(1) Length of Service,—He should have rendered a continuous service of not 
less than 5 years in any one or, as the case may be, more than one, of the follow¬ 
ing posts, namely;— 

(I) Assistant (R.B.S.S.) 

(il) any other post, under the Central Government including the Union 
Territory Administrations or a State Government, the minimum and 
the maximum of the scale of pay of which were not less than rupees 
160 and rupees 450 respectively In the case of a post held prior to 
1st July 1959 and rupees 210 and rupees 530 respectively in the case 
of a post held on or after 1st July. 1950. 

Note. —Any permanent or regularly appointed temporary officer of the Assis¬ 
tant’s Grade of the Railway Board Secretariat Service who joined the Armed 
Forces during the period of operation of the Proclamation of Emergency issued 
on 20th October, 1962, namely 2eth October, 1962 to 9th Januaiy, 1968, would on 
reversion from the Armed Forces, be allowed to count the period of hii service 
(including the period of training^ if any) in the Armed Forces towards the pres¬ 
cribed minimum ,servlce. 

(2) Age,—(a) He should not be more than 40 years of age. i.e. he must not 
have been born earlier than 1st July, 1933. 

Provided that; 

(i) any candidate bori, earlier than 1st Jul.y, 1933 but not earlier than 1st 
July, 1932, who had rendered a continuous service of not less than 
five years on 1st July, 1972, 

(II) any candidate born earlier than Isl July, 1932 but not earlier than Ist 

July, 1931, who had rendered a continuous service of not less than 
5 years on 1st July, 1971, 

(III) any candidate born earlier than 1st Jul.v, 1931 but not earlier than 1st 

July, 1930, who had rendered a continuous .service of not less than 
5 years on 1st July, 1970, 

(Iv) any candidate born earlier than bst July, 1930 but not earlier than 1st 
July, 1029, who had rendered a continuous service of not less than 
5 years on 1st July, 1989, 

(v) any candidate born earlier than 1st July, 1929 but not earlier than 1st 

July, 1928, who had rendered a continuous service of not less than 
5 years on 1st July, 1908, 

(vi) any candidate born earlier than 1st .Tuly, 1928 but not earlier than 1st 

July, 1927, who had rendered a conlinuous service of not less than 
5 years on 1st July, 1907, 

(vii) any candidate born earlier than 1st July. 1927 but not earlier than 1st 

July, 1926, who had rendered a continuous service of not less than 
5 years on 1st July. 1960. 

in any one or as the case may be more thaji one of the posts mentioned in Rule 
4(1) above, shall also be eligible for admission to this examination as a special 
case. This relaxation would be admis.slble for the examination to he hem In 
1973 only. 
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' (b) The age limit prescribed alcove will be relaxable In the case of a permanent 

or regularly appointed temporary officer ol the Assistants’ Grade of the Railway 
Board Secretariat Service who joined the Armed Forces during the period of 
operation of the Proclamation of Emergency issued on 26th October, 1902 namely 
26th October, 1962, to 9th January, 1968, and who has reverted therefrom to the 
extant of the period of his service (Including the period of training, If any) in 
the Armed Forces. 

(c) The age limit prescribed above will be further relaxable; 

(i) up to a maximum of five years If a candidate belongs to a Scheduled 

Caste or a Scheduled Tribe; 

(ii) up to a maximum of three years If a candidate is a bona flde displaced 

person from East Pakistan and has migrated to India on or after 
1st January, 1964; 

(iii) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate belongs to a Scheduled 

Caste or a Scheduled Tribe and is also a bona fide displaced person 
from East Pakistan and has migrated to India on or after 1st January, 
1984; 

(iv) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is a resident of the Union 

Territory of Pondicherry and has received education through the 
medium of French at some stage; 

(v) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is a bona fide repatriate 

ol Ipdian origin from Ceylon and has migrated to India on or after 
1st November, 1964, under thg Indo-Ceylon Agreement of October, 
1964; 

(vi) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate belongs to a Scheduled 

Caste or a Scheduled Tribe and is also a bona fide repatriate of Indian 
origin from Ceylon and has migrated to India on or after Ist 
November, 1964! under the Indo-Ceylon Agreement of October, 1964. 

(vii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate Is of Indian Origin and 

has migrated from Kenya, Uganda or the United Republic of Tanzania 
(formerly Tanganyika and Zanzibar); 

(viii) up to a maximum of three years If a candidate is a bona fide repatriate 
of Indian origin from Burma jmd has migrated to India on or after 
1st June, 1963; 

(ix) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate belongs to a Scheduled 
Caste or a Scl^diiled Tribe and is also a bona fide repatriate of Indian 
origin from Burma and has migrated to India on or after 1st June, 
1963; 

(X) up to a maximum of three years in the case of Defence Services per¬ 
sonnel disabled In operations during hostilities with any foreign 
country or in a disturbed area, and released as a consequence thereof; 

(xi) up to a maximum of eight years In the case of Defence Services per¬ 

sonnel, disabled in operations during hostilities with any foreign 
country or in a disturbed area, and released as a consequence thereof, 
who belong to the Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes; and 

(xii) up to a maximum of three years, if a candidate is a resident of the 

Union Territory of Goa, Daman and Dlu. 

SAVE AS provided ABOVE THE AGE LIMIT PRESCRIBED CAN IN NO CASE 

BE RELAXED 


Note.— -Assistants who are on deputation to ex-cadre posts with the apj^oval 
of the competent authority will be eligible to be admitted to the examination, if 
otherwise eligible. 

This, however, does not apply to an Assistant who has been appointed to ^ 
ex-cadre post or to another Service on "transfer” and does not have a hen in the 
Asshstants’ Grade. 

6. The decision of the Commission as to the eligibility or otherwise of a candi¬ 
date lor admission to the examination shall be final. 
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6. No candidate will be admitted to the examination unless he holds a certificate 
of admission from the Commission. 

7. A candidate who is or has been declared by the Commission guilty of Im¬ 
personation or of submitting fanrlcatpd documents or documents which have been 
tampered with or of making statements which are incorrect or false or of sup¬ 
pressing material information or otherwise resorting to any other irregular or 
improijer means for obtaining admission to the examination, or of using or 
attempting to use unfair means in the examination hall or of misbehaviour in the 
examination hall, may, in addition to rendering himself Eable to criminal prose¬ 
cution;-— 

(a) be debarred permanently or for a specified period by the Commission, 

from admission to any examination or appearance at any interview 
held by the Commission for selection of candidates; and 

(b) b? liable to dl.scipUnary action under the appropriate rules, 

8. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain support for his candi¬ 
dature by any means may disqualify him for admission to the examination. 

9. Candidates must pay the fee prescribed in Annexure I to the Commission's 
Notice. 

10. After the examination, candidates will be arranged by the Commission In 
the order of merit as disclosed by the aggregate marks finally awarded to each 
candidate; and in that order so many candidfifes as are found by the Commission 
to be qualified by the examination shall be recommended for Inclusion in the 
Select List of the Section Officers’ Grade up to the required number. 

provided that candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled 
Tribes may, to the extent the number of vacancies reserved for the Scheduled 
Castes and the Scheduled Tribes cannot be filled on the basis of the general 
standard, be recommended by the Cojnmlsslon by a relaxed standard to make up 
the deficiency in the reserved quota, subject to the fitness of these candidates for 
inclusion In the Select List for the Section Officers’ Grade irrespective of their 
ranks in the order of merit at the examination. 


Note.—C andidates should clearly understand that thii is a competitive and 
not a qualifying examination. The number of persons to be included In the Select 
List for the .Section Officers’ Grade on the results of the examination Is entirely 
within the competence of Government to decide. No candidate will therefore, 
have any claim for Inclusion in the Select List on the basis of his performance In 
this examination, as a matter of right. 

11 The form and manner of communication of the result of the examination to 
Individual candidates shaU be decided by the Commission in their discretion and 
the Commission will not enter into correspondence with them regarding the result. 


12 Success In the examination confers no right to selection unless Government 
In the Ministry of Railways are satisfied, alter such enquiry as may be considered 
necessary, that the candidate is eligible and suitable In all respects for selection. 

13, A candidate, wbo, after applying for admission to tbe examination or after 
annearlng at it, resigns his appointment in the Railway Board Secretariat Service, 
or otherwise quits the Service or severs his connection with it. or who.se services 
are terminated by his Department, or who Is appoiiited to an ex-egdre post or to 
Xther service on ‘transler’ and does not have a lien in the Assistants Grade, 
will not be eligible for appointment on the result.? of this examination. 

This, however, does not apply to an Assistant who has been appointed on 
deputation to an ex-cadre post with the approval of the competent authority,

8. Deduction up to 5 per cent of the maximum marks in the written subjects 
will be made for illegible handwriting.
